RUSSIA GIVES WARNING. 


Leon Trotzky, 
Russian 
war 
minister, 
makes the most interesting recent contri­ 
bution to discussion of the European crisis 
resulting from the German reparations is­ 
sue. Introducing his warning with a state­ 
ment that Russia has already reduced her 
fighting forces to 800,000 men and that she 
ie always ready to enter and disarmament 
conference which gives guarantees of suc­ 
cess, Trotzky declares that it is doubtful 
whether his country could remain passive 
if France invaded the Ruhr region and en­ 
listed Poland in a renewal of the conflict 
with Germany. 
: Trotzky is probably in position to indi­ 
cate with complete confidence the policy of 
the Soviet state in the event of a French 
jnove against Germany. 
The Soviet rulers 
are absolute. 
Of course, Trotzky may be 
bluffing, but that seems unlikely. 
The 
chances are that in this instance he means 
what he says and that military action by 
France against Germany would be follow­ 
ed, not immediately perhaps but without 
long delay, by Russian action in Germany’s 
behalf. This is all the more likely if the 
realignment ensuing from France’s aggres­ 
sive step and the dissolution of the Entente 
involves a drawing together of France and 
Poland. 


HONESTY AS A POLICY. 


Prom the Kansas City Journal. 


An eastern banking institution is prepar­ 
ing to give a course in honesty in public 
schools throughout the country. It has es­ 
tablished an honesty bureau, at the head 
of which it has placedd a man who is a 
doctor of philosophy and a doctor of litera­ 
ture. He will prepare and furnish free of 
charge printed matter for the teaching of 
honesty in American school rooms. 
. The machinery that is being built up to 
carry out this plan is elaborate, and cooper­ 
ation is being sought from chambers of 
commerce, 
boards of trade, 
Chautauqua 
circuits— nearly every organization except 
the church. 
Plans are being drafted to teach hon­ 
esty in the homes. 
All this being done to 
loach a simple truth that has been tought 
through all the c 
lies— that it is wrong 
to be dishonest. 
When a movement has a devout purpose, 
such as this ono, it is not to be condemned 
vs a whole. 
But the methods by which it 
seeks to accomplish its purpose are open to 
criticism. 
The honesty bureau, if it is to 
be successful, must not spend too much 
time in moralizing, for it is an unfortunate 
truth that the younger generation, when it 
encounters a moralist, is strongly tempted 
lo see the feature attraction at the nearest 
movie. The honesty bureau must reach 
the young people on their own grounds. It 
must convince them that it pays to be hon­ 
est. 
In accomplishing this, the bureau should 
base its teachings upon Cervantes’ bit of 
wisdom: 
’’Honesty is the best policy.” It 
must show' those whom it seeks to teach 
that honesty is not only a virtue to be cul­ 
tivated, but a policy to be followed as a 
paying proposition. 
By doing this, they will get around the 
antipathy to the moralist and make hon­ 
esty an essential to success in life, like an 
education or a sharp intellect. 
There are those who will be honest be­ 
muse they believe it wrong to be otherwise. 
These need no instruction by the honesty 
bureau.

DEATH THINS RANKS 
OF G. A. R. MEMBERS

INDIANAPOLIS, 
Ind., 
Sept. 7.— 
Fifty-six years ago a small group of 
young men, veterans of the civil war, 
were banded together by Dr. Benja­ 
min F. Stephenson 
of Decatur, 111. 
After organizing, the name bestowed 
upon the body was the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 
Organization began April 6, 1866, 
and the first national encampment 
was held in Indianapolis beginning 
November 20 of 
the 
same 
year. 
There are no authentic 
records to 
give the attendance at that meeting, 
out of which grew one of the most 
powerful and influential bodies ever 
welded together in the United States. 
It must have been small, however, 
for one of the first theaters in In­ 
dianapolis was used for the meeting 
place, and it held only a few hun­ 
dred persons. 
Membership 
campaigns 
by 
the 
Grand Army of the Republic continu­ 
ed from year to year, but an official 
record of the membership Ii avail­ 
able only so far back as 1878, when 
it was given as 31,016. It was about 
this time that the men who had 
fought and won a great war began to 
make their presence felt in all mat­ 
ters pertaining to the advancement 
of the country and ar a result the G. 
A. 
R. 
increased 
in 
membership 
strength by many thousands 
The crest of the strength of the or­ 
ganization was reached in 1889 and 
1890, when 409,439 were reported in 
good standing. The peak was reach­ 
ed at that time as figures given at 
the encampment the following year 
showed 
a 
loss 
of 
approximately 
2,000. 
Death has caused a great furrow 
in the ranks of the old soldiets yearly 
since that time, until at present there 
ar i fewer than 93,000 of the “boys in 
blue” left.

Prominent among the distinguished

States. Lieut. Syd­ 
ney G. Gumpertz 
of New York was 
the first medal of

The citation of Lieutenant Gum­ 
pertz came as a result of an act of 
heroism while serving as a sergeant 
with the One Hundred Thirty-second 
Infantry In the Bois de Forges, Sep­ 
tember 20, 1918. 
Advancing under hostile 
machine 
gun fire, Gumpertz killed two German 
gunners with pistol fire and the re 
malnlng 14 members of the crew sur­ 
rendered. 
About thirty minutes after 
this exploit the platoon was again held 
up by German machine gun nests. 
Volunteers were asked for to silence 
the guns. Gumpertz, a corporal and a 
private volunteered and the trio ad­ 
vanced in single file. 
Encountering the enemy’s barrage, 
the two companions of Gumpertz were 
killed by a shell, but Gumpertz con­ 
tinued to advance alone on the nest by 
the flank and located it. 
He then 
threw into it a 31111s hand grenade and 
killed and wounded several members 
of the crew. 
The remaining 16 mem­ 
bers surrendered themselves and the 
two heavy-type machine guns.
